The Chairman informed the Consaitte® that a biographical cornvdlatiaa 
"Soviet Profiles” was beieg prepared by an inter-agency working group co- 
ordinated by CIA. Since it appeared that this requirement waa slasLler to 
the HIS reqttiremmt for biographical intelligence, ho Imd gcaa into the 
matter ra ther fu lly with representatives of CIA aid State primarily concerned 
with this project. It was the consensus that "Soviet Profiles” could profitably 
fee incorporated into the HIS Program and made the prototype for HIS biogra ph i ca l 
intelligence on other are?.®* 

Ihs& Chsdrmn proposed to the Coasnltti®® that tills bo don®, sriuace the 
biographical intelligence on HIS 26 was in need of revision. The savings 
in ftitna and expanse through ©Hmiaation of duplication would bo considerable* 
Further, the consolidation of £03. biographical intelligence into one unit 
would psimit a more effective presentation. Btfslmtiv® ccmasanus on 
personalities would be treated in the test of the various HIS chap tar a, a® 
has been don© in the pest, and reference made to the biographical unit for 
more extensive details* In this manner, users would find tea biographical 
fptelli gene ® mors appropriately presented whether they met with it in the 
HIS chapters or wished to refer directly to the biographical unit* 

The biographical unit would be arranged in alphabetical order with 
& cross to indic ate tha primry fields in which the per sore were 

dominant (1.®., political, scientific, military, etc.)* The proposed HIS 
l&ographical unit could thus bs used separately or in conjunction with the 
rest of the HIS.

Copies were distributed of a proposed ra»orand«sa for the 
Secretariat, State-Defense Military Iafoxssatica Control Committee, cn 
the subject of "Release of BIS to SHAPE and/or SACUOT." Bis 
memorandum is required by IAC D4&/L2 (Revision It) dated 10 Jbne 1953* 

It waa pointed out that the release categories Indicated in this proposed 
nesfioraxKtai differed from those used in previous aaeorenda rscotsaaading 
relesro of HIS to SHAPE. The change in category designation was made to 
bring them?, into conformity -with terms established by State-Defense Military 
Infaraation Control Committee in n^sorandto dated 10 November 19$2, subject^ 
"Standardisation of Terms Pertaining to Disclosure of Classified Military 
^formation." The new designations, aid extent of release provided for by 
these designations, are m follows t 

a. "Special Handling Required, Hot Releasable to Forei©» 
Nationals" , which limits release to TJ.S. Officials only. 

b« "May be released to SHAPE and SACLAHT only", which 
euthcalsas release to the international staffs of these two 
commands, and prevents disclosure to louer ©lesenta of the 
c omm ands, to other commands, to BUR*®, to national govonsseate, 
or to other elements of NATO, 


Co "May be released to SHAPE and headquarters of major 
subordinate commands only." This term Units disclosure to 
members of the headquarters of (a) SACEUR, (b) CINCN0KEH, (c) 
CINCS0UTH, (d) CINCLAMDCENT, (o) CINCAIRGEH?, and (f) PIAGCENT.
